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Response to Amendment 

The following is in response to the amendment filed on July 28, 2006. 

Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 1-13 and 15-19 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 1-8, 1 1-13, and 15-18 are allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or 
suggest an apparatus for treating a pulp wire in a papermaking plant comprising the claimed 
carrying device having a multiplicity of supporting elements spaced from one another, wherein 
the supporting elements are tubular pieces with ends facing the wire or felt band and having wear 
resistant elements inserted into the ends. 

Claims 9 and 10 are allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or suggest an 
apparatus for treating a pulp wire in a papermaking plant comprising the claimed carrying device 
having a multiplicity of supporting elements spaced from one another, wherein the carrying 
device is provided with rest that is wear-resistant rest to a moving wire or felt band and that has 
margins facing the supporting elements transversely to the moving direction of the wire or felt 
band and with portions at an acute angle to the same. 

Claim 19 is allowed, because the prior art does not disclose or suggest an apparatus for 
treating a pulp wire in a papermaking plant comprising the claimed carrying device having a 
multiphcity of supporting elements spaced from one another, wherein the supporting elements 
are spaced in the direction of movement and transversely to the direction of movement of the 
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wire or felt band, and a vacuum source is connected to the intermediate spaces between the 
supporting elements.
